Sec. 1. 36 MRSA 82903, sub-84, YE, asenacted by PL 1997, c. 738, §4, is amended to read:

E. Brought into this State in the fuel tanks of an aircraft; or
Sec. 2. 36 MRSA 82903, sub-84, TF, asenacted by PL 1997, c. 738, 84, is amended to read:

F. On which the collection of the tax imposed by this section is precluded by federa law or
regulation:; or

Sec. 3. 36 MRSA 82903, sub-84, G isenacted to read:

G. Bought and used during the harvest season by any person for use in afarm truck with a gross
weight of more than 25,000 pounds registered pursuant to Title 29-A, section 505.

Sec. 4. Effective date. This Act takes effect October 1, 2007.
